THis being the firſt Sitting of this Term ar the Kings Bench Bar for the-Ci- 
ty ot /.ondon, and the Liberties thereol, after ſeveral Trials the long expect- 
ed Trial ot Nathanial Thompſon, William Paine, and JobnFarwell, according 

& to the Adjournment of the laſt Tearm came to an Iſſue, Firſt the Jury were 
ſworn, viz. Peter Hubland Fore;man, Mr. Ellis, Mr. Barry, Mr. Brooks, Mr. Bifeild, Mr. 
Lee, Mr. WBitwood, Mr, Sambrook, William Facob, Jobn Denew, Mr. Bal and Mr. 
Howard,all ſcbſtantial Citizens, and Men of worth ; whereupon Mr. Thompſon, Council- 
Joyr at Law, opened the heinouſneſs of the Fact; inſiſting that Nath. Thompſon had 
Printed and Publiſhed T'wa Letters, the firſt dire&ed ro Mr. Miles Ptnce, about his 
Evidence in relation to the Death of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfry, the other in anſwer to 
the Ghoſt, both dated in March laſt; In which he not only went about to make the 
People belibve that Sir Edmund-Bury Godfry Murthered himſelf, butalfo Arraigned the 
Juſtice of the Nation, .the” Papers being" produced in Court, Sir Philip Floyd, Sir Fobs 
Nicols, and Eſq; Bridgman were called,” who depoſed, that Thormpjon had. owhted the 
Printing of them, and that Farwell declared he brought? him the one, and Paine the 
other, before: the Council. After the general Par&Sraphs were Read in his Intelligence, 
wherein he ſeemed to juſtifie the former Letters, and ' chat he could bring a confider- 
able number. of Witneſſes to prove that Sir | Edmund-Bury Godfry killed himſelf, or 
to that purpoſe 3 whereupon, Serjeant: Maynard, Council for the King, opened the 
Cauſe more at large, laying Wen the nature of the malicious Deſign, which he faid | 
was to infinuate into the People a belief, that that Worth} Perſon led hinſelf, 
and thereby to take off the Odium from the PapMs ; whoſe Intereſt thoſe Men 
ſtrove ro advance, who ſhould dare to Arraign the Juſtice of the Nation. After 
which Thompſon, Paine, and Farwell, were called to bring m their Witnefles, but the 
latrer only made his Perſonal Appearance, being brought up in the Cuſtody of a TipftaF, 
and Council in the behalf of Thompſop, endeavoured to make his Defence, be not Ap- 
pearing in Court, After the CounciFfor the King had given rhe Charge, Mr. Saunders 
dec'ared, that William Paine had been drawn into the unfggtunate Aftion? and thar he 
d:d abfolurely di(@n it in its particular Circumſtances, mWng many Apologies for his 
Clear; but withal declaring, that if he thought him wilfu!ly Guilty of ſo Notorious a 
Crime, he would not have Appeared in his Cauſe} after him Mr. Teauldino pleading for 
Thcmpſon, and the Eliz. Curtis, Mr, Brown the Conſtable, and others had ſworn that 
they gave in their Evidence at the Tryal of Green, Berry, and Hill, and that the Record 
of theu Convicton was Read, and their Execution ſworn to by Captain Richardſon, 
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Y-artvell proceeded to call his Witneſſes; wiz. one Mr. Hazard, who dopoſed that upon 
the firſt brute of the finding the Bey of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey, Mr. Farwell delired 
. himto go with himto ſee ir, whereupon they went; when as Mr. Farwell conducted - 
him the heareſt way to. the place where the' Body had lain, it being then removed to the 
White Houſe, ſome diſtance thence,-and that he perceived ſome Blood ſcartered about 
the place, and whether it was the Blood of his Body, or not, he was ignorant; after 
him Mr £22z:nby, and Mr. Hobs,. two Chyrurgions, were {worn, who depoſed, thar 
by ſeveral Sympzams they found about the Deceaſed, they verily believed he was farſt 
Strangled, and afterwards Run tough; the Defendant thereupon alledging, that his 
Coller made the Impreffion in his Neck ; but the Chyrurgions, as well as others, declared 
their Opinions, that there-was another Impreſſion ghan what the Coller made, and thar 
* by the bur in hisFace,when.dead,it Was *apparent,thgi he had been ſtrangled, and the 
Cord or Handkerchief left about his Neck till the Blood was ſerrled. After this he called 
William Baiſen,' to prove the greFquantity of Blood that. was found upon the place, he 
declared he believed in his Conſcience that the Blood was laid ther, there appearing no 
Blood uponghis Cloaths, unleſs a ſmall.quantity op his-Shirt behind : Then 'he defired, 
one Raw his Wife to be called, who lived at the White Houſe, *atd demanded 
of them whEher the Mouth and Eyes of the Deceaſed weve not Fly-Blow'd; to which 
they anſwered they perceived go ſuch thing: Then my Lord Chit Juſtice was pleaſed 
ro-ask them, whether they Berceived the Flies bulte at that time of the Year, (it being 
not @n]y in the middle of OfFeber, bur likewiſe froſty weather,)'to which they anſwered, 
they perceived none then, Farwell alledged, rhat the Friends or the Deceaſed refusd 
tolet him bedpened,” al} that the Coroner at firſt was doubrtul whether it was felo de 
ſe, or that he was multMered, and thereupon offered to produce the Journals of the Houſe 
of Lords, to prove that- Mr. Praunce, and Mr. Bedlce did not agree in-their Evidence. 
* After which he again called Mr. Frown the Conſtable, who'declared upon Oath, that 
Mr. Fare!] had been tampering with him,and told him he had not given in his 4frdavir 
right, and offered to inſtru him therein; hut he was wiſcr thaw to be ruled by him; 
and jn concluſion, he called feveral other Wyneſles' as Mr. Pawlet, Mr. Fiſher, Mr. Whine 
yard, &c. who for.the molt part, made againſt him, their Evidence being contrary to hg 
purpoſe; all of moſt of them declaring whey did verily believe thar Sir Edmund-Bury God- 
frey was murthered. by the Papiſts; and that what Blood was ſcattered, was brought thi- 
ther. As for Nath. Thompſon, rotwithſtanding his Boaſt of 60 Watneſfes, his Council 
endeavoured to excuſe him, by declaring thar. he had voluntarily diſcovered his Author, 
and that Amine and Farwell had put it upon, him, and brought him into that Premunire. 
Aſter all the Witneſles called by Farwell were ſworn, (not any appearing” for Thompſon 
and Pain, Mr. Serjeant Maynard offered to call Witneſſes for the King, as Mr. Prance, 
Dr. Oats, &c. yt ry Lord Chief Juſtice dedared, jt needed nor, for that he only gave 
the Defendants all imaginable Liberty to ſee how far they would drive on the Deſign, 
the which, could they make any waies plaufible, ir would certainly pleaſe the Papiſts 
that had undeniably ſet them on work, to dbliterate their Plot againſt the Non, which 
was ſo open, and at this day apparent. to all men'of reaſon and underſtanding ; where- 
upon Farwell declared, he, was no Papiſt, and offered to call 'Witnefles to prove what 
he ſnd ; whereto my Lord ChRf Juſtice Replied, He verily believed he was of | n6 
| Religion, as by his Actions in the prefent Cauſe was apparent. , for that it was a malici- 
ous Deſign to-Arraign the Juſtice of the Nation, and to vindicate thoſe that had legally 
ſuffered, which he by no means ought to da; and after his Lordſhjp had given an Ex- 
cellent Charge to the Jury, they, without going from the Rar, gave in their Verdict,that 
Nathaniel Thompſon, William Pain, and Mr. Farwell, guilty, of the Treſpaſe and. 
Misbehavioug for whichthey were Tryed ; whereupon folſowed ſuch a Shout, as 
made the Court ring ; an1 att&rwilrds Farwell was conveyed to the King's-Bench Priſon, - 
trom whence he came, thereto continue till he be Fined far the Matter aforeſifd.
